Omaha, Neb., Dec. 11.—Twenty-two 


indictments were returned in the par- 
tial report of the federal grand jury 
investigating postolfice bribery cases 
and the alleged illegal fencing of gov- 
ernment lands in western Nebraska. 


One indictment is made against for- 


mer State Senator Elliott Lowe, for 
bribery in connection with the ap- 
pointment of a postmaster at Alma> 
•Neb.; 10 are against ranchmen for il- 
legal fencing, and the others were In- 
dian cases, mostly of a minor charac- 
ter. 
The indictment against former 


tftate Senator Lowe contained two 
counts, and charges conspiracy to vio- 
late section 1781 of the Revised Stat- 
utes by conspiring to bribe Senator 
Charles H.' Dietrich by acting as inter- 
mediary in the payment of $400 in 
consideration of which J. P. Billings, 
who at the time of the alleged trans- 
action was postmaster at Alma, Neb., 
was to prove the recommendation by 
the senator for • reappoiutment.
